any  man  in  Canada.  He  was  the  greatest  war  profiteer  in  the  Do- 

minion, and  had  earned  a most  unsavory  reputation  during  the 
great  struggle  while  acquiring  millions.  Mr.  Cannon  declared  the 
people  of  Canada  expected  the  Government  to  see  that  the  huge 
sums  voted  for  the  Grand  Trunk  were  not  placed  in  the  hands  of 
a man  like  Sir  Joseph  Flavelle. 

Mr.  Cannon’s  attack  called  forth  a warm  defence  from  Hon.  J. 

D.  Reid,  Minister  of  Railways,  whd  was  piloting  the  estimates. 

TTlere  was  not  a man  in  Canada  who  had  a better  reputation  than 
Sir  Joseph  Flavelle,  he  retorted.  It  would  further  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  Canada  if  the  Government  were  to  secure  Sir  Joseph 
as  chairman  of  the  Canadian  Railway  Board.  The  attack  made-  by 
Mr.  Cannon  was  unfair  and  unjust.

Of 
ths  amount,  S 12,000,006  Is  provided 
for  loan*  to  provincial  governments 
to  encourage  the  erection  of  dwelling 
bouses  in  substituUon  for  an  item  In 
Ur*  main  eatimatsa  of  ,$10,410,000. 
which  Is  dropped,  leaving  leas  than 
111, OOP, ADO  for  all  other  purposes, 
current,  capital  and  demobilization. 
The  main  supplementaries  la*t  year 
totalled  $42,000,000,  and  the  year  be

Provisions  for  , publio  works,  both 
for  buildings,  harbors  and  rivers,  are 
restricted  almost  entirely  to  repairs 
and  minor  betterments.

The  Minister  made  an  extended 
statement  to  the  committee  la  ex- 
planation of  the  Item  under  discus- 
sion. Part  of  ths  total  amount  had 
been  used  to  pay  accounts  due  or 
overdue  when  the  Government  took 
over  operation  of  the  road.  These 
amounts,  totalling  over  $$0,000,000, 
would  b*  considered  by  the  arbitrators 
In  making  their  awards.  In  addition 
lo  ths  $$0,000,000,  there  was  due,  or 
would  fall  due  during  the  coming 
year,  for  rentals.  Interest,  operating 
deficit,  capital  expenditure,  etc.,  some 
$40,000,000.  There  was  $23,000,000 
under  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  guaran- 
tees while  the  Grand  Trunk  had  re- 
sources available  of  $32,000,000,  leav- 
ing the  net  sum  of  $80,000,000,  the 
amount  of  the  vote. 

Frank  Cahill,  Pontiac,  moved  that 
the  Item  consisting  of  $00. 000, 000  for 
the  Grand  Trunk  and  $20,000  for  the 
Grand  Trunk  I’aclfio,  be  reduced  by 
$21,000,600.  This  amendment  was 
declared  lost. 

A.  It.  Copp,  Westmoreland,  then 
drew  the  attention  of  the  Minuter  to 
the  fact  that  it  was  1 o’clock  In  the 
darning.  Members  of  the  committee 
wV*  anxious  to  look  over  the  record 
of  the  debate  In  Hansard.

It 
had  the  effect  of  Including  the  Can- 
adian National  Railway  In  the  reso- 
lution. The  Prime  Minister  agreed 
to  adjournment  of  the  House  if  the 
Opposition  would  consent  to  pass  ths 
civil  Government  vote  At  the  Deport- 
ment of  Labor,  amounting  to  $200.- 
040.  ThU  was  feme. 

Before  adjournment.  Sir  Henry 
Drayton  tabled  the  supplementary 
estimates  for  the  year.

Premier  Arouses  Some  Resentment  by  Hinting  at 
Compulsory  Arbitration  — Proposals  to  Go 
Before  Miners’  District  Meetings— Their 
Votes  tp  Be  Considered  on  Friday 

LONDON,  May  30. — The  purpose  of  the  Government,  accord* 
ing  to  reports  of  the  last  conference  between  Premier  Lloyd  George 
and  the  oWners  and  miners,  in  short  include  both  temporary  and 
permanent  settlement  of  the  dispute.  The  Government  proposal  is 
that  during  a temporary  period  wages  will  be  scaled  down. 

Wages  will  be  scaled  gradually  to  an  economic  level  with  the 
aid  of  the  Government’s  grant  of  £10,000,000,  and  owner*’  profits 
will  be  used  to  assist  in  breaking  the  fall. 

The -permanent  settlement  is  to  be  by  arbitration,  via:  f A 
national  board  or  tribunal  of  three  or  a single  arbitrator.  The  terms 
of  ref  ere  nc^are  virtually  all  ready  and  exclude  the  raising  of  the 
question  of  a pool  of  wages. 

The  Premier  plainly  hinted  at  compulsory  arbitration,  and  it  has 
aroused  the  extreme  resentment  of  the  miners.  "Would  the  mine 
owners  be  treated  likewise,  and  were  both  sides  to  be  clapped  in 
j.iil  ? asked  Herbert  Smith,  an  official  of  the  miners’  union,  when  the 
Premier  made  his  announcement. 

The  Prime  Minister  said  they  would  be  given  the  same  treatment 
as  the  miners  if  they  stood  in  the  wa^of  settlement. 

The  Government’s  proposals  will 
now  go  before  the  district  meetings 
of  the  mlnersV  union  for  discussion. 

EMU  votes  will  be  consld- 
ered'by  the  executive  on  Friday.  The 
miners  meet  on  Wednesday.  gome 
critic*  fear  the  district*  vftll  continue 
to  b*  obstinate,  although  individual 
voices  have  been  heard  fTogi  both 
sldas  differing  from  the  official  ntll- 
tuda.  The  Lanarkshire  miners,  for 
example,  have  passed  a vot#  of 
censure  upon  their  leader,  Mr.  Mc- 
Uurk,  fpr  openly  advocating  drop- 
ping the  pools.  This  vote  was  passed 
the  narrowest  majority. 

Sir  Charles  Macara,  who  prompted 
the  Industrial  council,  has  Issued  a 
statement  announcing  regret  at  the 
threat  of  com  pu  Mon. 

Public  opinion,  however,  seems  to 
Incline  to  the  belief  that  compulsion 
is  the  only  practicable  method  of  set- 
tling the  dispute^. 

Newspaper  writers  treat  the  threat 
rather  gingerly,  nobody  apparently 
being  vexy  certain  how  millions  of 
men  could  be  f^*d  to  descend  tbs 
mines.  Another  parliamentary  de- 
bate on  the  subject  is  likely  to  take 
place  this  week.

Tomorrow  a beginning  will  be 
made,  simultaneously  in  all  parte  of 
Canada,  for  the  taking  of  the  usual 
census.  Enumerators  for  the  city  of 
Victoria  have  been  appointed,  trained 
and  sworn  in,  and  on  that  day  each 
will  begin  his  w<ffk  of  enumeration. 

To  many  the  number  and  character 
of  the  questions  asked  may  seem  an 
absurdity,  but  those  in  charge  of  the 
statistical  department  of  the  Domin- 
ion think  otherwise,  according  to  cen- 
sus officials. 

Even  as  the  stress  of  the  last  aevan 
years  has  affected  pilvate  affairs,  so 
it  has  affected  national  interests,  and 
at  the  moment  the  Government  of 
Canada  desires  to  make  the  most  ef- 
fective stock-taking. 

It  is  highly  dealrabls  that  the  In- 
terviewed public  should  give  the  most 
prompt  audience  possible  to  the 
enumerator,  as  it  is  imperative  to 
have  the  work  of  the  city  completed 
by  June  16,  if  possible.  The  enumera* 
tore  are  Instructed  to  use  every  dis- 
cretion possible  te  havg  the  time  of 
their  call  as  convanlent  as  may  be, 
and  it  la  hoped  that  a definite  ap- 
pointment will  be  mad#  with  him 
when  he  will  return  to  complete  his 
interview. 

"Home  of  the  questions  may  appear 
of  an  invidious  nature,  but  bo  hesita- 
tion otkd  be  indulged  in  providing  the 
information,  as  s very  enume^htor  is 
sworn  to  secrecy  la  ell  matters  of  a 
personal  or  other  nature  divulged," 
stated  Census  Commissioner  \V.  G. 
Gaunce,  yesterday, 

“There  seems  to  be  in  the>  public 
mind  some  doubt  as  to  the  question 
of  nationality  Involved,  but  I wish  to 
say  that  there  need  be  no  apprehen- 
sion that  Canada  as  a nation  is  not 
fully  recognised.

A person  may  be  born  in  the 
United  Btates  of  an  Italian  father  and 
an  America  mother  and  still  be  a 
Canadian.

— The  results  of 
the  by-election  in  Taniaska  and 
York-Sunbury  follow  lines  generally 
expected  in  political  clroies,  although 
surprise  is  expressed  at  the  majori- 
ties in  both  oases.

Jt  Is  said  hsre, 
will  sweep  Silesia  clear  of  rebellious 
Poles  from  Rosenburg  to  Kattowlts. 

Present  plans  contemplate  that  the 
British  will  take  the  field,  assisted  by 
Italian  and  French  troops,  which  will 
garrison  towns,  but  will,  not  partici- 
pate In  ths  fighting  In  thff-event  of 
the  Polee  offering  resistance. 

The  An*  detachment*  of  the  Btack 
Watch  are  expected  tomorrow.  They 
will  be  followed  by  others.  Then  will 
come  a British  officer  of  rank  at  least 
equal  to  that  of  the  French^general 
now  In  command. 

The  British  officer  will  direct  the 
British  operations.  British  control 
officers  have  suggested  that  they  be 
informed  at  least  II  hours  before  any 
advance  le  commenced,  so  that  they 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  get  the 
Polieh  civilians  out  of  the  towns 
whers  thsy  are  unpopular.  • Other- 
wise.

German  forces  centred  at  Kreus- 
burg  are  composed  of  three  distinct 
organisations,  volunteers,  elnwohner- 
wehr  an<i  refugees.

tranche#  which  encircle  Roeenburg. 
The  Poles  In  Roeenburg  are  maintain- 
ing artillery  and  machine  gun  fire  on 
the  Oerman  poalUons.

The  huge  plan#  made  a successful 
flight  from  Bolling  Field.  Washing- 
ton. to  Langley  Field,  near  Newport 
News,  Va.,  Saturday  afternoon,  leav- 
ing on  the  return  trip  at  1:11.  When 
about  forty  miles  from  Washington 
the  plane  ran  Jnto  a severe  electrical 
storm.  While  flying  low  the  airship 
crumpled  and  crashed  to  the  ground.

Is  it  not  about  Mine  that  a halt  was 
< ailed  on  theee  eleetric  light  cm le n - 
Mon*  into  territory  over  which  the 
City  Council  has  no  Jurisdiction?  Why 
does  not  the  City  Council  pay  morq 
attention  to  tha  pressing  need*  of 
thsir  own  ratepayers  for  which  pur- 
pose they  were  elected? 

Tbs  prssent  electric  light  and 
powei*’  plant  to  well  nigh  working  to 
capacity,  aocOrding  to  abatement* 
made  at  council  meetings,  sod  there 
are  urgent  needs  within  the  city 
limits  for  improvement  In  the  light- 
ing system  and  service  generally 
without  reaching  out  Into  territory  of 
other  municipalities,  the  supplying-  of 
which  will  undoubtedly*  mean  an 
additional  engine  or  unit  to  those  now 
In  operation  and  consequent  further 
borrowing  for  the  benefit  of  out- 
alders. 

if  the.  residents  of  North  Cowlchan 
or  any  othsr  district  want  an  electric 
light  system,  why  do  they  not  petition 
-their  own  council  to  6o-operate  with 
the  city  and  endeavor  to  formulate  a 
scheme  by  which  the  electric  light 
system  could  be  extended  to  all  tha 
districts  requiring  a supply  and  not 
sxpect  the  ratepayers  of  Duncan  to  bo 
responsible  for  the  whole  of  the  fin- 
ancial arrangements.  North  Cowl- 
chan Municipality  is  much  mors  able 
to  finance  the  proposed  extension  than 
the  city,  as  it.  embraces  a much  larger 
rateable  area,  and  consequently  has  a 
much  jarger  assessment  '* roll.  The 
Municipal  Act  allows  of  them  to  enter 
such  an  agreement  with  the  city. 

Again,  according  to  a notice  Just 
published,  the  CJty  Council  proposes 
to  spend  91*. 500  under  a local  Im- 
provement plan  tor  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a concrete  roadway  on 
two  streets  In  the  business  section  of 
the  town,  a procedure  which  to  very 
much  open  to  question  not  only  on 
the  point  of  tha  claV  of  roadway  pro- 
posed. but  also  on  the  question  of 
cost  for  such  a small  amount  of  work. 

While  always  deprecating  the  ex- 
penditure of  public  money  on  "patch- 
)«g  -up"  of  streets  and  roads,  as  ap- 
pears to  he  the  vogue  generally,  and 
being  a strong  advocate  for  perma- 
nent roadways  yet  the  first  require- 
ment of  any  town  or  etty  to  an  un- 
limited supply  of  good,  clean  and  pure 
water  for  domestic  purposes.  We 
can  manage  for  a time,  at  least,  with 
Inferior  roads  and  streetd,  but  water 
to  a necessity  that  ho  place  can  do 
without. 

It  is  high  time  the  City  Council 
gsvs  concentrated  attention  to  the 
water  system  and  saw  that  tha 
residents  of  their  own  jurisdiction 
wars  supplied  with  a reliable  and  on- 
polluted  supply  of  water.  The  whole 
of  the  council  are  well  aware  of  the 
precarious  condition  of  the  city  water 
Supply,  and  their  tinkering  with  the 
present  apology  for  a dam,  to  aay 
nothing  of  the  source  and  run-off  of 
the  supply,  to  simply  throwing  awsy 
money*  which  would  be  far  better 
utilised  In  the  work  of  providing  % 
pure  end  sufficient  supply  of  a perma- 
nent character. 

Tear  after  year  we  have  the  spec- 
tacle of  the  water  being  turned  off 
owing  to  the  scarcity,  yet  no  deter- 
mined effort  is  made  to  Improve 
either  the  quality  or  the  supply.  The 
usual  lackadaisical  method  of  leav- 
ing matters  for  a future  occasion  to 
always  followed — the  ratepayers  are 
certainly  long-suffering. 

^Cven  the  Blue  Croas  memorial 
drinking  fountain  on  Station  Street 
has  bfien  minus  water  for  months,  bet 
nothing  has  been  done  to  furnish  a 
■apply.  Although  aware  that  the 
“Dry**  Act  1s  still  In  fores,  one  hardly

Tbs  property  owners  and  those 
qualified  to  vote  on  the  by-law  next 
Wednesday,  would  be  well  advised  to 
consider  carefully  the  question  of  this 
electric  light  and  power  extension  to 
Some  nos,  also  ths  p-oposed  expendi- 
ture for  concrete  roadways  on  Station 
end  CrnJt  Streets  before  ceJtlng  their 
vote,  not  alone  1 -scans#  the  former  Is 
outside  the  city  limits,  nor  be  cause 
the  latter  la  unsuitable  and  far  too 
costly  for  the  small  amount  of  work 
entailed,  but  because  It  would  be  far

With  a population,  probably  un- 
der half  a million  souls,  and  with  .such 
resources  os  are  possessed  la  this  part 
of  the  Dominion,  there  should  be  no 
unemployment.  That  there  to  eon- 
stltutee  a reflection  on  our  intelli- 
gence. We  admit  one  reason,  and  it  is 
a grave  one,  why  mors  people  are  not 
•a  the  land  to  found  In  the  prooess  of 
pver-munlclpaitoaUon  which  has  been 
going  on  for  severgl  years.  Wo  are 
taxed  to  such  an  extent  for  benefits, 
of  ton  problematical,  that  ths  g>rice  of 
lend  for  agricultural  purposes  has  be- 
come exorbitant.  In  rural  municipal - 
Hies  it  to  often  the  authorities  them- 
selves who  ara  mainly  responsible  for 
settlement  being  so  slow  because  they 
wish  to  derlv*  such  large  revenues 
that  land  to  assessed-  at  a fictitious 
figure.  Within  ten  miles  of  Victoria 
there  ara  scores  and  scores  of  cqsss 
where  pieces  of  land  cannot  be  sold 
for  thsir  assessed  values,  and  some- 
times 76  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
value  could  not  ba  secured;  and  yet, 
under  the  Municipal  Act,  municipali- 
ties are  enjoined  to  assess  ths  land  nt 
Sts  “actual  value.” 

It  to  a herculean  task  to  attempt 
to  Indues  people  to  settle  on  tbs  lend 
W tha  extent  they  ought  whHe  prices 
ara  what  they  are.  No  doubt  It  ntav 
be  said  that  In  boom  times  people 
bought  these  lands  at  high  prices  and 
now  do  net  wish  to  sacrifice  too  much 
In  selling  them.  That  la  true,  but  at 
the  time,  people  should  realise  they 
wore  simply  gambling  In  land  and 
should  appreciate  that  they  have  lost. 
Intensive  settlement  to  the  true  cri- 
terion of  increasing  land  values  In 
rural  uotnmunltlee.  Without  that 
settlement  the  Jande  wih  not  Increase

Such  sentiment  exhibit*  the  hypo- 
critical attitude  which  some  of  our 
public  men  have  towards  questions 
thaL  relate  t6  the  public  welfare,  and 
only  goes  to  prove  how  far  they  are 
out  of  touch  with  the  real  feelings  of 
the  people. 

This  question  of  decrease  in  wages 
and  Increase  in  sessional  indemnities., 
at  a time  when  there  are  a consider- 
able number  of  people  on  the  verge 
cf  starvation,  should  not  necessarily 
bo  treated  as  a party  quastlon,  as  I 
consider  that  every  member  who 
signed  the  “Round  Kobin"  praying 
fer  an  Increase  In  hto  ^Indemnity* 
should  be  considered  equally  respon- 
sible to  the  electors. 

I can  possibly  understand  the  at- 
titude of  members  who  suffered 
nothing  by  the  Great  War,  consider- 
ing the  salary  grab  and  reduction  in 
wages  lightly,  but  I cannot  under- 
stand ths  attitude  of  soldier  members 
cn  the  Question,  and  especially  my 
friend,  Mr.  J.  B.  Clearlhue,  who  1s  a 
member  and  vice-president  of  the 
<J.  W.  V,  A.,  Victoria,  and  who.  If  ho 
takes  hto  duties  seriously,  must  real- 
ise tha  distress  amongst  ex-ssrvlce 
men  and  their  dependents  st  this 
time,  also  the  general  public  who  are 
unemployed. 

I have  nothing  against  Mr.  Clearl- 
hue  personally,  but  simply  attack  him 
because  he  to  an  official  of  an  ex- 
cervioo  organization  and  ought  to 
know  batter. 

I can  only  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  he  has  decided  to  sink  all  his 
Independence  and  le  eo  tied  to  hla 
^•arty  that  he  dare  not  come  out  In 
the  open  and  criticise  the  actions  of 
hto  colleagues.  Anyone  who  served 
in  the  Great  War  and  fought  for  ths 
preservation  of  liberty  must  realise 
that  the  time  is  now  past  when  a man 
In  politics  should  sell  himself  body 
aad  soul  to  any  party  for  the  sake  of 
s sessional  indemnity,  even  If  It  Is

During  tbe  war**4IUed  labor  was  used 
more  economically  and  effectively  In 
this  country  than  at  asy  other  period 
of  our  Industrial  history.  With  th* 
assistance  of  Just  a few  craftsmen, 
girls  and  women  showed  themselves 
fully  com  pvt  si  it  tn  turn  ouj.  net  merely 
comparatively  rough  preducts  such  as 
sheila,  but  to  manufacture  complete  ma- 
chine guns,  and  cannon  up  to  4 inches  tn 
diameter,  a clan*  of  work  previously 
considered  V*  require  almost  tbe  high  set 
class  of  skilled  workmanship,  tlafor- 
tunately  th*  experience  thus  acquired 
has  had.  to  a large  extent,  to  be  scrapped 
tn  concession  to  long-established  but 
highly  Ignorant  and  'shortsighted  preju- 
dices. So  far  a*  the  engineering  trad* 
were  concerned  the  public  had  no  choice 
In  tha  matter  an  the  trades  unions  de- 
clared frankly  enough,  that  unless 
promised  a restoration  of  former  prac- 
tice* at  th*  and  of  th*  war.  tbs  nation 
would  have  to  fight  them  and  the  Hun 
simultaneously.  No  each  promise  was, 
however,  nefcesaary  In  th*  building 
tradee.  aa  lltU*  building  not  directly 
contributing  to  tbe  defence  of  tb*  realm 
waa  permitted  during  those  tragic 
year*  On  disband  merit.  there  were  a 
large  number  of  *x-eotdl*rs  seeking 
Jobs,  and  there  waa  at  tb*  earn*  time  aa 
unprecedented  demand  for  additional 
houaing.

If 
Instead  of  spending  year*  In  arguing 
with  Intransieat  and  Ill-Informed  labor 
Indtri,  the  authorities  had  set  to  work 
promptly  to  employ  the  ex-aoldl*rs  on

VANCOUVER.  May  24. — That  BrU- 
leh  Columbia  logs  may  yet  be  rafted 
to  Japan  la  gradually  gaining  a pos- 
sibility as  two  enterprising  Japanese 
are  trying  to  Interest  their  oountry- 
men  here  and  In  Japan  In  trying  to 
lake  a Davis  raft  to  Japan  from 
Quean  Charlotte  Islands. 

The  Davis  raft  la  a system  whereby 
the  bottom  row  of  logs  Is  well  laced 
with  cable  and  for  several  rows  up 
the  cable  twines  Its  way  between  the 
big  sticks,  holding  them  securely  In 
place  and  girlng  bottom  for  the  su- 
per-faced structure  of  logs  well  plied 
and  secured  with  oable 

The  Japanese  have  been  keen  eta- 
dents  of  towing  logs  on  the  coast  of 
British  Columbia,  and  when  a raft 
was  towed  four  hundred  and  eighty 
mllee  down  the  ooast  of  British  Co- 
lumbia to  the  Howg  Hound  plant  of 
the  Whalen  Pulp  and  Paper  Com- 
pany a plant,  a number  of  Japaueee 
made  a special  trip  to  the  scene  of 
landing  to  inspect  the  boom  and  Us 
construction. 

Rafting  logs  from  points  on  the 
north  Pacific  coast  to  8an  Francisco 
or  to  China  has  not  met  with  much 
success.  / 

In  1898  the  first  attempt  was  made 
to  take  a raft  from  Coos  Bay  to  Hon 
Kranclaeo,  but  this  was  wrecked  oft 
Cape  Uendodno.  The  next,  year  an- 
other attempt  won  made  to  take  a 
boom  from  Bteli*.  on  the  Columbia 
River  So  Han  Francisco,  but  this  met 
with  disastrous  results.  Several  years 
after  a boom  actually  did  reach  Ban 
Francisco,  but  In  a badly  battered 
condition. 

Captain  J.  Robertson  then  decided 
to  take  a raft  to  China,  and.  having 
a eea  oe  calm  as  a lake  all  the  way 
over,  succeeded  In  delivering  his  logs 
on  the  coast  of  China.  The  Chinese 
buyers,  howevsr,  had  not  calculated 
on  the  else  of  the  logs  and  bad  no 
facilities  with  which  to  handle  the 
big  sticks  Not  until  about  ton  years 
ago  were  these  logs  cut  up  and  then 
by  hand,  the  cutters  using  long  hand 
rip  saws  to  make  the  boards. 

The  Japaneee  are  confident  that 
they  can  raft  logg  successfully  from 
Northern  British  Columbia  to  the 
Nippon  Islands,  and  expect  to  start 
their  first  raft  In  August.

Mr.  J.  B.  Clsarihue,  M.P.P.,  As- 
serts That  Co-operation  Be- 
tween Capital  and  Labor 
Essential  to  Prosperity  “ 


“If  we  in  British  Columbia  wish  to 
corapsts  In  the  world  market,  wo  must 
utilise  and  employ  up-to-date  and 
scientific  method*  of  production  and 
must  effect  a better  understanding 
between  cajJlta)  and  labor,  which 
could  be  brought  about  through  A 
Provincial  Industrial  council  com- 
posed of  equal  repreeentatlon  from 
tha  two  now  .opposing  factors,’’  stat- 
ed Mr.  J.  B.  Clearlbue.  M.P.P.,  In 
addressing  the  Gyro  Club  yesterday 
at  noon  on  "Capital  and  Laborf'  A 
large  number  of  members  attended 
the  luncheon,  which  was  also  enliven- 
ed by  magical  manoeuvres  by  Kiwan- 
lans  Harold  Dtggon  and  Jaek  Trace, 
to  the  enjoyment  of  the  gathering. 

"The  present  relationship  existing 
between  capital  and  labor  is  suspleioa 
towards  one  another,  but  this  sus- 
picion must  be  removed  and  its  place 
taken  by  co-operation  and  harmony 
tatween  thee*  two  groat  economic 
force*,”  declared  Mr.  Clearlbue,  who 
maintained  that  th*  solution  of  to- 
day’s rest  lay  In  greater  productions 
7/hieh  could  only  be  obtained  by  &* 
forces  of  capital  pnd  labor  coming 
closer  together  and  realising  that 
neither  power  without  the  aaqtatano* 
of  the  other  could  accomplish  ahy- 
thing  worth  while. 

Mr.  Clearlbue  outlined  hto  pro- 
poeal  of  solving  the  problem  through 
the  establishment  of  a Provincial  In- 
ddktrial  council,  tn  which  delegates 
from  organisation*  of  owners  and 
capitalists  would  gather  with  repre- 
sentatives of  workers,  trade  union- 
ists and  th*  various  Industrial  pur- 
suits to  dtoouas  and  form  a pro- 
gramme coatrolling  th*  economic 
standards  of  tho  provlnoe,  with  com- 
mittees or  sub-couficlls  to  deal  with ' 
the  conditions  peculiar  to  each  in- 
dustry as  to  Ineludsd  In  th*  provis- 
ions of  tho  Whitley  Coandl  In  Eng- 
land.

A barrel  has  been  fixed  in  the 
brandies  as  n sleeping  box.  and  a 
kennel  and  water  trough  placed  on 
the  ground-  As  the  trees  are  growing 
on  the  eloping  bank  of  the  canal, 
visitors  on  the  upper  terrace  are  on  a 
level  with  the  branches  and  the  hab- 
its of  the  animals  can  be  watched- 
They  are  fearless,  but  slow  and  caa- 
tlous  climbers,  hardly  ever  Jumping, 
but  pulling  themeelvee  up  like  a boar. 
They  resort  to  tree*  for  aafety  rather 
than  for  food,  for  under  natural  con- 
ditions they  hunt  shell  fish  under 
■tones  In  shallow  water,  grub  up  In- 
sects and  any  small  vermin. 

The  Alpine  Marmots,  presented  by 
the  Kur-Ort  of  St.  Mo  fits,  have  now 
com#  out  of  the  Winter  sleep,  dur- 
ing which  they  were  brought  to  Lon- 
don. They  are  still  shy.  but  oftan 
come  out  late  in  the  evening  or  oarly 
in  the  morning,  bolting  to  their  box 
as  soon  as  a visitor  cornea  near. 

Those  who  are  able  Unger  In  Die 
Gardens  until  closing  time  on  a warm 
evening  should  noyomtt  a late  visit 
to  tho  Owl’s  Aviary.  Most  of  the 
owls.  It  Is  true,  are  to  be  seen  all 
day.  sitting  on  their  perches  In  the 
full  glare  of  the  run.  But  they  are 
placid  In  daylight,  like  sleepy  oats  in 
the  sun.  At  dusk  they  beoome  ac- 
tive. flitting  like  soft  and  noiseless 
ghosts  from  their  inner  compart- 
ments to  their  perches,  and  Instead 
of  being  Indifferent,  taking  active 
and  reeenlful  notice  of  visitors.
